He, who ordained that human 
life shall be shielded by human law 
from humen crime, presides over your 
deliberations, and the verdict, which 
shall be given or withheld to-day, will 
be ordered where at last all have to 
appear. I trust that the verdict will 
be prompt... That it will represent the 
majesty of the law, your integrity, 
and the honor of the country, and 
that this trial, which has so deeply in- 
terested all nations of the earth, may 
result iu a warning (to reach all lands) 
that political murder shall not be used 
as a means of promoting party ends 
or political revolutions. I trust, also, 
the time shall come when, by interna- 
tional arrangement between various 
governments, the law shail be so 
strengthened that political assassins 
shall fiad ho refuge on the face of the 
earth. 


The Judge's Charge.

earnest advocate of Nevada's agricul- 
tural development, and it approves of 
Cassiday’s bill for a one hundred 
thousand dollar appropriation to bore 
two artesian wells here. It says the 
population of Nevada would be 
doubled by the success of the experi- 

ment. This is understating the bene- 
fits. If it were shown that water 
sufficient to irrigate ranches could be 
gotten, and the approximate cost es- 
tablished, it would do away with the 
desert almost entirely in a few years. 
There has never been a true artesian 
well found in the State. That is, no 
one has ever bored through rock. At 
Battle Mountain there are several 
good wells flowing a few inches of 
water, but the deepest does not go 
through any rock, and only runs 
enough foran acre or two, What is ben 
wanted is a well twelve ioches- in 
diameter that will go down until it 
strikes some of the deposits that fiil 
the crevices’ that reach up into the 
mountains. It must flow enough to 
irrigate at least forty or fifty acres or 
it can be of no profit. Let the Gov- 

eroment spend enough money to as- 

certain the depth it is necessary to go 
to get such a well, and, if it is not an 
extravagant sum, private capital will 
soon develope the State. Surely 
Nevada has a right to ask that much 
of the genera! Government. 


The Salary L Law in Elke.

The cash receipts of the Clerk's 
oflice from civil cases and other sour- 
ces, paid by the Clerk into the county 
treasury during the year 1881,amounted 
to the sum of $2,294 09. 

As will be seen by the above, 
the county has pud to the 
Clerk's office during 1881, the sum of 
83.400. 

Subtract from that amount the sum 
of $2,294.09, the amount of cash fees 
paid by the Clerk into the treasury, 
and it leaves as a direct charge against 
the county, for the year 1831 (under 
the Salary Jaw) the sum of $1,105 91, 
as against $1,700 08 for the year ot 
1880; under the fee system, Icaving a 
balance of $504 12, as a saving to the 
county under the Salary Law,
